APPLICABLE UNDER 


THE DOMINION BY-ELECTIONS FRANCHISE ACT, 
1936 


INTRODUCTORY 


1. An amendment to the Dominion Franchise Act, 1934, Authority 
was passed by Parliament under date of February 28, 1936, gor ene 
postponing the Annual Revision of the Lists of Electors, as 
provided for under the provisions of the said Act: And in order 
that a registration of electors might be made in the event of a 
vacancy occurring in the representation of an electoral district 
in the House of Commons, other than following upon a dissolution 
of Parliament, an Act was passed under date of June 23, 1936, 
cited as the Dominion By-Elections Franchise Act, 1936. 


2. In the case of a by-election, all sections of the Dominion See. 2. 
Franchise Act, 1934, shall apply as if further amended by the 
Dominion By-Elections Franchise Act, 1936, in the following 
respects :— 


A. By striking out Section II of the said Act and substituting 
therefor Section II of the Dominion By-Elections 
Franchise Act, 1936, which reads as follows: 


“In the case of a by-election of a member of the 
House of Commons, to wit, an election other than a 
general election following upon a dissolution of Parlia- 
ment, the Dominion Franchise Act, 1934, being chapter 
fifty-one of the statutes of Canada, nineteen hundred 
and thirty-four, as amended by chapter thirty-seven 
of the statutes of 1935 and chapter four of 1936 shall 
apply as if further amended in the following respects.” 


B. By striking out paragraph (c) of subsection one of 
Section IV of the said Act, and substituting the follow- 
ing therefor: 

‘“ (c) has been ordinarily resident in Canada for at pede as 
least twelve months and was ordinarily resident in the Uy alice 
electoral district in which the pending by-election is to 
be held not less than three months immediately preced- 
ing the date of the issue of the writ of such by-election.” 


C. By striking out the Sections included within Parts II 
and III of the said Act, and substituting as Part II 
thereof the Sections numbered Fourteen, Fifteen and 
Sixteen of the Dominion By-Elections Franchise Act, 
1936. 


D. By striking out Part IV of the said Act and substituting Right i 
therefor Part IV of the Dominion By-Elections “P?°? 
Franchise Act, 1936.

F. By amending subsection one of Section 49 of the said 
Act as follows: 
“ By inserting the words ‘ or Revising Officer’ after 
the words ‘any Registrar’ in the first line thereof.” 


G. By striking out Section 53 of the said Act and inserting 
the following as Section 53 of the Dominion By-Elec- 
tions Franchise Act, 1936: 

“(1) Whenever under the Canada Temperance 
Act a vote is to be taken, the procedure in connection 
with the preparation of the list of voters to be used 
thereat shall, in lieu of the procedure therein directed, 
be the procedure laid down in this Act with such 
modifications as the Dominion Franchise Commissioner 
may direct as being necessary by reason of the difference 
of the question to be submitted, and with such omissions 
as he may specify on the ground that compliance with 
the procedure laid down is not necessary. 


(2) Any direction given by the Dominion Franchise 
Commissioner for a modification of or omission from 
the procedure in connection with the preparation of 
the list of voters directed by this Act shall be published 
by him in the Canada Gazette at least four weeks before 
the day upon which the vote is to be taken.” 


H. By striking out Schedule I of the said Act and substitut- 
ing therefor Schedule I of the Dominion By-Elections 
Franchise Act, 1936. 


3. (a) The Act and the operation of providing lists of 
electors for Dominion By-Elections are under the administration 
of the Dominion Franchise Commissioner, one of whose statutory 
duties is to issue to Franchise Officers such instructions as he 
considers to be necessary for the purpose of ensuring the execu- 
tion of the provisions of the Dominion Franchise Act, 1934, and 
the Dominion By-Elections Franchise Act, 1936. 


(b) These instructions are accordingly issued for the guid- 
ance of Franchise Officers in the performance of their duties, 
and apart from the liability of Franchise Officers to penalties 
under the Dominion Franchise Act, 1934, and the Dominion 
By-Elections Franchise Act, 1936, for violation or non-observance 
of the provisions of these Acts, the Commissioner may remove 
from office and replace any Franchise Officer whom he believes 
to have been guilty of political partiality or other impropriety 
relating to, or retarding progress of, any pending registration of 
electors. On such removal the Franchise Officer forfeits all fees 
payable to him and, as well, his right to be recompensed for any 
outlay made by him. 

(c) For the purpose of these instructions the expression 
“Franchise Officers”? may be deemed to mean—Registrars of 
Electors, Revising Officers, Enumerators (rural and urban) and 
any other persons who may be sworn to perform duties under 
the Dominion By-Elections Franchise Act, 1936. — 
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4. These instructions are designed not to add to the Act or Purpose 
to replace it, but to make it more readily understandable. eraeeone 
Franchise Officers, therefore, should familiarize themselves with instructions. 
such portions of the Act as apply to their duties, and they should 
interpret the Act in the light of these instructions. The 
Registrars of Electors, when in doubt, should communicate with 
the Commissioner: Revising Officers and Enumerators, when in 
Hee should communicate with the Registrar who appointed 
them,

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PART I 
DUTIES OF REGISTRARS OF ELECTORS 


I. GENERAL 


6. The Commissioner appoints, and may remove for cause, 
one Registrar of Electors in and for each electoral district. A 
Registrar of Electors holds office until he resigns, dies or is 
removed by the Commissioner. He is required to be utterly 
impartial as between political parties and he may be punished 
as well as removed from office, if he is guilty of political favour- 
itism or any other offence against the Act. The oversight and 
payment of his accounts for expenditures and services rests 
with the ‘Auditor General. 


7. On all matters of procedure the Registrar of Electors 
will communicate with the Commissioner, but communications 
with regard to accounts and expenses should be made to the 
Auditor General direct. 


8. The telegraph may be resorted to when time does not 
permit the use of the mails; night or day letters should ordinarily 
suffice. Communication by telephone with either the Commis- 
sioner or with the Auditor General should be required only in 
exceptional cases. 


9. The Commissioner shall, from time to time, as forms 
or supplies are needed by Registrars of Electors, transmit the 
same to them in labelled parcels or mail bags, each containing 
the papers in a particular category, which will be indicated by 
the label or by a tag. Forms adapted only for rural registration 
will not be sent to Registrars of Electors having only urban 
polling divisions or vice versa. All mail bags sent to Regis- 
trars with forms and supplies will be retained by them and 
used for the return of papers after the registration has been 
completed. Each mail bag will bear a number, and every mail 
bag received by a Registrar of Electors will be charged to him 
and must be accounted for. The forms and supplies received 
by the Registrar of Electors from time to time should be care- 
fully checked as they arrive, and if any are deficient the Com- 
missioner should be notified without delay by letter, if time 
permits, and by telegram only if it does not. 


10. In a list of forms set forth at the end of these Instruc- 
tions there appears opposite each form a “‘ code word” for use 
in telegraphic communication in which it may be necessary 
to refer to the form in question. The use of the code word 
will not only be an economy, but will avoid mistakes in trans- 
mission. 
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11. The general principle governing the payment of the Payment of 
expenses of the Registration is that each Franchise Officer, (SP0s\™ 
and each person by whom registration work is done or supplies a ee 
furnished is paid direct from the office of the Auditor General 45, 48, 67. 
at Ottawa upon the receipt by the Auditor General of a proper 
account from the claimant certified by the Registrar of Electors 
as having been properly incurred and properly payable. The 
forms for the accounts of Franchise Officers and of the certifi- 
cates required to be made by them and by the Registrars of 
Electors have been carefully drawn with a view to making cor- 
respondence unnecessary and rendering it possible promptly 
to despatch the cheques in payment of these accounts. In those 
eases in which, by reason of some special circumstances, the 
tariff allowances do not provide adequate remuneration, con- 
sideration by the Auditor General, or by him and the Com- 
missioner, may prevent prompt disposition of the claims, but 
if the accounts and certificates are carefully made out the neces- 
sary delay will be reduced. The length of this necessary delay 
will depend on circumstances. The Auditor General’s office 
will generally be able to deal with the routine accounts as these 
are received, but when the great mass of accounts begin to 
come in, some delay is inevitable. Applications for special 
allowances cannot be considered until after all the routine 
accounts have been examined and disposed of; payment of all 
~ claims for special allowances will be accordingly further delayed. 


12. In view of the foregoing, Registrars of Electors should Reauests 

not ordinarily require to expend much money for the conduct aol (atin 
of the registration, but charges will doubtless sometimes have 
to be met in cash in order that the work may be promptly and 
efficiently done, and in such cases the Registrar can obtain 
such advances as are necessary to enable him to meet these. 
Any Registrar who expects that he will be required to incur 
expenditures to which his own resources do not readily extend 
should communicate with the Auditor General indicating the 
situation fully and stating the amount of cash he is hkely to 
require and the purposes for which the same is necessary. Com- 
munication with the Auditor General on this subject should 
not be delayed until the Registrar is faced with the immediate 
necessary expenditures and is compelled to resort to telegraphic 
requests for money. Such requests cannot be readily complied 
with and inconvenient delays may result from neglect to make 
proper provision at the time this should have been done. A 
statement of the expenses paid out of any advance made to a 
Registrar will be required before the Auditor General will advance 
any further sum. 


13. Any oath to be taken under the Dominion By-Elections dare: 
Franchise Act, 1936, may be sworn not only before the judge Sn 
of any court, any magistrate, any notary public or any commis- Dom.

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oath signed by you is true to the best of your knowledge, infor- 
mation and belief. So help you God.” The oath should be 
sworn upon a Bible or a New Testament. Certain persons, 
who have either no religious belief, or have conscientious scruples 
against making oaths, are permitted, if they object to an oath, 
to make an affirmation, and in such cases the procedure is the 
same, except that the form is: “ You solemnly affirm ” instead 
of “ You swear”; the words “So help you God” are omitted, 
and no Bible is required. The appropriate form must be sub- 
stantially complied with; any person who signs a statement 
that an affidavit or declaration has been sworn or declared 
before him without having required the deponent or witness 
actually to swear or declare is guilty of an offence and liable 
to punishment. The procedure for an oath or affirmation which 
is not in writing is identical with that just described except 
that the person administering the oath says “ You swear that 
(stating the facts). So help you God,” or “ You solemnly affirm 
that (stating the facts).” 


14. Forthwith after his appointment each Registrar of 
Electors is required to swear an oath of office in Form No. 1 
to the Act, cause it to be reduced to writing and certified in 
Form No. 2 to the Act and transmit the oath and certificate 
to the Commissioner for record. 


15. The names of all electors who are registered under 
the Act are segregated and assigned to polling divisions. These 
are territorial areas designed to contain approximately three 
hundred electors. In special cases polling divisions are sub- 
divided. Polling divisions are created under the Dominion 
Elections Act, 1934, and not under the Dominion Franchise 
Act. They fall into two classes—urban and rural. In a general 


. sense urban polling divisions are those contained within cities

or towns having populations of over ten thousand, and all other 
polling divisions are rural except such thereof as are specially 
required by the Chief Electoral Officer of Canada to be treated 
as urban. The Chief Electoral Officer co-operates with the 
Dominion Franchise Commissioner and directs him as to what 
polling divisions are urban and rural, respectively. The Com- 
missioner in turn advises each Registrar of Electors. The lists 
for rural polling divisions are prepared in alphabetical order 
only; and those for urban polling divisions are prepared in 
geographical order only. 


II. REGISTRATION 


16. Part Two of the Dominion By-Elections Franchise 
Act, 1936, provides that a list of electors shall be made upon 
a vacancy occurring in the representation of any electoral 
district in the House of Commons, other than a general election

22. Sometimes, although the Act does not require, it may 
be useful to mail copies of the Notice of Registration of Electors 
for posting up at school houses, churches or other public places. 
No expenditure, however, should be incurred in this respect 
except for postage. 


23. (1) Commencing on the day fixed and notified to the 
Registrar of Electors by the Commissioner, the Registrar shall 
cause to be prepared in and for his electoral district, and pur- 
suant to the provisions of this part of the Act, preliminary lists 
of all qualified electors who are resident within the urban and 
for rural polling divisions into which that electoral district 
was divided at the time, pursuant to the Dominion Elections 
Act, 1934. 


(2) The polling divisions shall be those established or 
adopted on the occasion of the Dominion General Election 
held on October Fourteenth, 1935.

(3) The enumerators for urban polling divisions must be 


selected pursuant to subsection four of this section of the Act 
and will be selected in the following manner:— 


(a) The Registrar shall so far as possible select and appoint 
the two enumerators for each urban polling division, 
representing two different and opposed political 
interests: 

Within two days after the Registrar has received 
instructions from the Commissioner to prepare a list of 
qualified electors, as provided for in subsection one of 
this section of the Act, the Registrar should notify the 
candidate, who at the last preceding election in the 
electoral district received the highest number of votes 
in such electoral district; and the candidate who at that 
time represented a different and opposed political 
interest and received the next highest number of votes, 
that they may each by himself or representatives 
nominate fit and proper persons as enumerators in any 
or all of the polling divisions in the Registrar’s electoral

Subject to the provisions of this section the 
Registrar shall appoint such persons as enumerators 
of the polling divisions for which they have been 
nominated. The Registrar, unless otherwise advised 
by a former candidate, will be justified in treating the 
local political organization of that candidate as his 
representative for the purpose of Section 16 (4) of this 
Act: 

(c) The Registrar may, for what he deems to be good Sec. 16 
cause—for example, such as ineligibility, incapacity or (4) (c). 
bad character, refuse to appoint any such person so 
nominated, in which case the Registrar must notify 
the nominator to that effect, who may within twenty- 
four hours thereafter nominate a substitute. If no 
substitute is nominated in time, or if there is a failure 
to nominate, the Registrar may, subject to paragraph 
(a) of this subsection, himself select and appoint the 
enumerator: 

(d) If there was no candidate at the last preceding election Sec. 16 
in the electoral district representing a political interest (4) (@. 
opposed to the candidate receiving the highest number 
of votes, or no nominations by such a candidate are 
possible, or if either of the candidates hereinbefore 
mentioned in paragraph (b) of this subsection fails 
to nominate a person as enumerator of any polling 
division, the Registrar may, acting subject to paragraph 
(a) of this subsection, himself select and appoint to 
any necessary extent. 

(e) The Registrar should at once communicate with those 
persons nominated and assure himself that they are 
ready and willing to act, so that when the appointments 
are finally made the work of the enumeration may 
properly begin.

Registrar shall record all other information as is set forth in the 
various headings of the Record Book. 

(2) One copy of the record is to be filled in by the Registrar 
from day to day as necessary and as the arrangements as 
referred to are finally completed, and either this or a clean copy 
is to be forwarded to the Commissioner. 

(3) A copy of this record is to be kept in the office of the 
Registrar of Electors for the whole period of the registration and 
shall be available at all reasonable times for inspection by any 
person on request. 
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27. The Registrar shall as soon as possible prepare two 
copies in Form No. 32 of a list of all enumerators appointed by 
him, giving the names and addresses of each and indicating the 
polling division to which each is attached. One of these copies 
is to be forwarded forthwith to the Auditor General at Ottawa, 
and the other to the Dominion Franchise Commissioner. Delay 
in mailing said copy to the Auditor General may result in delay 
in the payment of accounts. : 


28. (1) Every enumerator must be supplied with an exact 
description of the area and the boundaries thereof for which he 
is to act, either alone in the case of rural enumeration, or along 
with another enumerator in the case of urban enumeration. 


(2) If the Registrar entertains any doubt as to the proper 
boundaries of any polling division in his electoral district, the 
matter should be taken up at once with the Returning Officer 
for the electoral district. 


| (3) The Registrar will supply his enumerators with the 
necessary and a sufficient quantity of Franchise forms for the 
enumeration. 


(4) The Registrar will instruct his enumerators as to the 
mode in which their duties are to be carried out. The enumerators 
will be advised by the Registrar of the dates fixed by the 
Commissioner for the commencement and termination of the 
registration, and the dates upon which their preliminary lists 
must be completed and turned in. 


(5) The Registrar will see that his enumerators cease their 
visitations and enquiries, and proceed with their preliminary 
lists of electors at the proper time. He will direct each rural 
enumerator and each pair of urban enumerators, as the case 
may be, sufficiently in advance as to how many certified copies 
of their lists he will require from them for distribution (in 
addition to those required by the enumerator for posting up). 


(6) The Registrar will direct every enumerator of a rural 
polling division by letter in Form No. 29, and will mail to him 
all necessary forms in a special envelope, Form No. 43, supplied 
for that purpose. 


29. When the enumerators have completed the performance 
of their duties, including the forwarding of all required lists 
and copies thereof, the Registrar will collect or receive from 
them all other Franchise documents and will retain these in 
his possession until after polling day for the by-election con- 
cerned. | 


30. A Registrar may at any time remove and replace 
any enumerator. He should do so if the enumerator is unable 
for any reason to do his work to the satisfaction of the Registrar, 
but in the case of an enumerator of an urban polling division 
the rules will apply as to the selection being such as to ensure 
that each pair of enumerators shall represent two different and 
opposed political interests. Any supplies and records of work 
done by a replaced enumerator must be delivered up to the 
Registrar or his nominee on written notice. 
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31. As soon as an enumerator has made proper returns Accounts of 
and submitted proper accounts to the Registrar, he should Rie 
forward these accounts in appropriate form.and covered by Mo. ae 
lists in the forms provided to the Auditor General, Ottawa, urban. 
Delay in sending these accounts will cause delay in the payment nee 
of the same. The Registrar will be held responsible for the rural. 
correctness of the amounts paid.

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PART II 


DUTIES OF URBAN AND RURAL ENUMERATORS AND 
URBAN REVISING OFFICERS 


I. ENUMERATORS IN GENERAL 


59. Enumerators will be directed by and report to the 
Registrar of Electors who appointed them. They will also 
send to him their accounts for services and expenses. Such 
accounts are paid by remittance direct to the enumerator from 
the office of the Auditor General at Ottawa, but only such 
accounts as are certified and approved by the Registrar of 

lectors are paid. Accordingly all accounts of enumerators 
must be rendered through the Registrar and all enquiries as to 
the payment of accounts rendered must be addressed to the 
Auditor General. The fees payable to urban and rural enumera- 
tors, respectively, are those set out in the Tariff of Fees for 
Franchise Officers, appearing at the end of these Instructions. 


60. Each enumerator, whether urban or rural, will, upon 
his appointment, sign and swear his oath of office and transmit 
it to the Registrar of Electors who appointed him. The enu- 
merator will then see that he or (if he is an urban enumerator) 
his fellow enumerator has received from the Registrar the proper 
forms and supplies. If there is a deficiency the Registrar should 
be promptly notified. 


61. Subject to exceptions, to be indicated, every man or 
woman in Canada, being a British subject and twenty-one years 
of age, is entitled to be registered as an elector on the list of 
electors of the polling division in which he or she resides, and 
has been ordinarily resident in Canada for at least twelve 
months, and was ordinarily resident in the electoral district in 
which the pending by-election is to be held not less than three 
months immediately preceding the date of the issue of the writ 
of such by-election. 


62. Certain persons and classes of persons, even though 
they be qualified under the general rule just mentioned, are 
“disqualified from voting at an election and incapable of being 
registered as electors and shall not be registered.” These dis- 
qualified persons and classes of persons are clearly indicated 
by Section 4, to which enumerators should constantly refer. 
Note that North American Indians are not disqualified for 
Dominion purposes, as electors, by reason of the law of any 
province, but only to the extent to which the Dominion Franchise 
Act, 1934, disqualifies them. Thus, in any province, an Indian, 
although he ordinarily resides on an Indian reservation, may 
be registered as an elector if he served in the war of 1914-1918, 
and an Indian who does not ordinarily reside on an Indian 
reservation, may be registered as freely as a person who is not 
an Indian. Note with relation to Section 4 (1) (xi) of the Act 
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that the Province of British Columbia disqualifies by reason Sec. 4 (1) 
of race Chinese, Japanese and Hindus and that the Province (*!)- 

of Saskatchewan disqualifies by reason of race Chinese, and as ea 
those only. Note also with relation to Section 4(1) (xii) that disqualifica-

eral terms, a person may become a British subject by birth, by Sabocas 
naturalization, or, in the case of a woman, by marriage, but 
British nationality once acquired may be lost by naturalization 
in some other country, by the cancellation of a naturalization 
certificate, or, in the case of a woman, by marriage, the general 
rule being that the wife has the same nationality as her husband. 
The statutory provisions on the subject of nationality are ex- 
tremely complicated, and a simple statement of them is impos- 
sible. All that can be done is to state first the circumstances 
in which British nationality is acquired and then those in which 
it is lost.

1 There are certain exceptions to this general rule but these are of very 
small importance, and enumerators and Registrars may apply the rule ag 
above given. The exceptions will be found in the Naturalization Act. 

2'The Imperial Naturalization Act came into force in ‘Canada on January 
Ist, 1915, but the operation of the earlier Act continued until January Ist, 
1918. In the interval both statutes were in force, but naturalization 
certificates may be assumed to have issued under the Imperial Naturalization 
Act in Canada after January Ist, 1918; in Newfoundland after May 14th, 
1916; in Australia after January Ist, 1921: in South Africa after May 21st, 
1926 and in Great Britain or any other of His Majesty’s dominions, except 
New Zealand, but including Ireland, after August 7th, 1914.

after the marriage or within such further time as may 
have been authorized in special circumstances she has 
made and caused to be registered a declaration that she 
desires to retain her British nationality, or 

being a woman whose husband during the marriage and 
on or after January 15, 1932, ceased to be a British 
subject and who, by virtue only of her husband’s change 
of allegiance has acquired her husband’s new nation- 
ality, unless within six months after such change of 
her husband’s allegiance or such further time as may 
have been authorized in special circumstances, she has 
made and caused to be registered a declaration that she 
desires to retain her British nationality. 


Any doubt as to whether any elector is or has been a 


resident at a given time, or for a given period, at any place 
or in any electoral district will be resolved, in the first instance, 
by the enumerator, who will be guided in his conclusions by the 
rules of subsection two of section three of the Act. For the 


purpose 


of his qualification as an elector every person must be 


treated as continuously resident at his home although tempor- 
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arily absent therefrom. In deciding the enumerator must apply 
his best judgment on the facts. As a general rule, subject in a 
rare case to the operation of Rule 6 of subsection (2) of Section 
3 of the Act, he should include in his list the name of any person 
who has been for the required statutory periods living in Canada 
and established or settled in the electoral district otherwise than 
transiently, but the names of merely transient residents should 
not be added to such list. Enumerators wall not be overborne 
merely by what they are told as to a person’s intent to remain 
where he is. They are required to decide upon all facts known 

and ascertainable. The known circumstances may disclose that 


a declared intent of an applicant for registration is doubtful or 
untrue. 


Il. ENUMERATION OF URBAN POLLING DIVISIONS 


67. The two enumerators appointed for each urban polling 
division (or part thereof), with relation to every process of the 
preparation of and the certifying of the lists of electors, shall 
act jointly and not individually. They shall report forthwith to 
the Registrar of Electors who appointed them the facts and 
details of any disagreement between them. The Registrar 
of Electors shall decide the matter of difference and communicate 
to the enumerators his decision. The enumerators shall accept 
and apply the Registrar’s decision as if it had been originally 
their own. 


6%. (1) It is the duty of each pair of enumerators appointed 
for an urban polling division, after making oath as such in 
Form No. 5, to proceed on a day notified to them by the Registrar 
of Electors who appointed them, to prepare, by means of a house 
to house visitation, a complete list of the names, address and 
occupation of every man and woman who is qualified pursuant 
to the Dominion Franchise Act, 1934, and the Dominion By- 
Elections Franchise Act, 1936, to be included in the preliminary 
list of electors. 


(2) The enumerators will assume, as the Act assumes, that 
every person in the dwelling places visited, who is apparently 
of the qualified age, is an applicant to be registered. 


(3) The enumerators shall leave at the residence of every 
elector visited by them whose name they have recorded in the 
Enumerators’ Record Book, Form No. 6, a notice that they have 
granted or refused, as the case may be, the elector’s application 
to be so registered. 


69. (1) For the purpose of performing the duty outlined 
under Rule 1 the Statute requires each pair of enumerators to 
visit together every dwelling place in the polling division in 
which they have been appointed, and to ascertain by enquiry 
which residents of each are qualified as electors in such polling 
division. Moreover, they must visit every dwelling place in 
their polling division at least twice, timing one visit between 
the hours of nine o’clock in the forenoon and six o’clock in the 
afternoon, and the other visit between the hours of seven o’clock 
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and ten o’clock in the afternoon, unless in respect of any dwelling 
place, they are satisfied that there are no qualified electors liv- 
ing therein remaining to be registered by them. 


(2) At each dwelling place (for example, in a house or an 
apartment in a house), their enquiries should be directed to 
ascertain how many persons found to be living therein are; 

(a) twenty-one years of age, or over; 

(6) British subjects—(by birth or naturalization) ; 

(c) resident in the electoral district; and 

(d) have been so resident for three months immediately 

preceding the date of issue of the writ for the pending 
by-election ; 

(e) have resided in Canada for at least twelve months 

immediately preceding the date of the issue of the 
writ for the pending by-election. 


(3) The exact names of the electors, so far as procurable, 
fulfilling the required conditions mentioned, will be entered in 
the Enumerators’ Record Book, Form No. 6, as indicated in 
paragraph number seventy. 


(4) When trustworthy information cannot be obtained with 
respect to the occupants of any dwelling place, an elector’s name 
should not be entered as resident at that address. While second- 
hand information is not always unacceptable, it should be relied 
upon only when it is of such a character as to seem trustworthy. 


70. (1) The enumerators’ Record Book, Form No. 6, in 
which they will record the names, address and occupation of 
each elector, is arranged so that three copies of each notice in 
Form No. 6 will be made at the same time, the writing (but not 
the printed matter) on each being identical, and the enumerators 
must be careful to see that the three copies are always complete. 


(2) Only one book at a time will be used by each pair of 
enumerators, arranging between themselves which of them is to 
make the entries in the book, and such enumerator will enter 
the name, address and occupation of each elector of whose 
qualifications both the enumerators are satisfied. 


(3) Upon completion of the entry, one of the copies for 
each elector registered in a dwelling place will, as indicated 
thereon, be detached from the book and handed to the person at 
such dwelling place in question from which the information as 
to the residents therein has been obtained. 


(4) The second detachable copy of the Notice in Form 
No. 6 will not be removed from the book until the enumerators 
have completed their enumeration. 


71. (1) On a day to be fixed by the Registrar of Electors 
and notified by him to the enumerators, they shall prepare, for 
the polling division for which they have been appointed, a com- 
plete preliminary list of electors in Form No. 7 of all the names 
of persons who are qualified as electors and who are resident in 
the polling division concerned, as indicated by the entries in the 
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Enumerators’ Record Book, Form No. 6. The enumerators will 
prepare a sufficient number of copies of such list in Form No. 7 
as instructed by the Registrar and to comply with Rule 5. 


(2) The enumerators’ preliminary list of electors must be Preparation 
prepared in geographical order, that is, by streets, roads and pine 


: : geographical 
avenues; the streets, roads and avenues being set out in alpha- preliminary 
betical arrangement. list. 


(3) The second detachable sheet of the notice is provided 
to facilitate the preparation of the geographical preliminary list 
of electors for the polling division. Upon completion of the 
enumeration the enumerators will remove from their Record 
Books, Form No. 6, all the detachable second copies of the 
notices, and, after checking the books and satisfying themselves 
that no second detachable notice in Form No, 6 remains therein, 
they will arrange these second copies of the notice according to 
the initial letter of the street, road or avenue whereon the various 
electors whose names are to appear on the list reside. Then the 
numbers of each street, road and avenue will be arranged from 
the lowest to the highest. 


(4) The street, road or avenue starting with the letter “A” 
will be entered on the preliminary list first, then those com- 
mencing with the letter “B”, and so on down through the 
alphabet. The streets, roads and avenues as so distributed will 
be made into a list precisely in Form No. 7 of this Act. 


(5) The names on the list will be consecutively numbered 
from one up, in the space provided for this purpose in Form 
No. 7, and the last number used will indicate the total number 
of names on the list. 


(6) Upon completion of the foregoing, the enumerators 
should fasten together in groups, street by street, these second 
detachable copies of the notices for subsequent transmission to 
the Registrar of Electors. 


72. The surname of a married woman or widow will Sci), 
be shown on the preliminary list as that of her husband or de- Rule4. © 


ceased husband. 


(2) The names of married women or widows should be 
shown on the list by ‘“ Mrs.”; and the names of unmarried 
women should be indicated by “ Miss.” For example: “ Smith, 
Mrs. James”; “ Jones, Miss Mary.” 


(3) Since all electors whose names are in the Enumerators’ 
Record Book as accepted applicants for registration have been 
so advised by the enumerators themselves, great care should 
be taken by the enumerators to see that none of these detach- 
able slips are lost or mislaid, or left in the original Record Book. 
If any names are omitted from the preliminary list by the care- 
lessness of the enumerators, they are responsible and subject 
to the penalties as provided in the Statute. 


73. (1) The enumerators will prepare at least five plainly See. 16, 
written, in pen and ink or typewritten, copies of their preliminary Pees 
list of electors for their respective polling division in geographical j 


order in Form No. 7, as outlined in the foregoing. 
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(2) Before preparing any copies, the enumerators should 
ascertain from the Registrar of Electors whether five copies of 
their preliminary list will suffice, or, if not, how many additional 
copies should be made 


(3) Each complete copy of the preliminary list of electors 
will be sworn to in Form No. 8 by both enumerators, on the 
last sheet of each complete copy. Any portion of the last page 
of the list not used will be ruled out by drawing a diagonal 
line through that portion of the page of the form which is not 
used. 

(4) On a day to be notified to the enumerators by the 
Registrar of Electors, they will deliver to him the five copies, 
or more as the case may be, of the preliminary list of electors 
which they have prepared, together with the detached notices 
and the notices remaining in Form No. 6. 


74, (1) The enumerators shall also prepare three additional 
copies of their preliminary list, that is, three copies over and 
above the number of copies to be delivered to the Registrar: 
And on the same day as they deliver the copies of the preliminary 
list to the Registrar of Electors they shall post up or cause to 
be posted up in at least three conspicuous and public places in 
their polling division (or part thereof) to which the public has 
access the three copies of the preliminary list of electors which 
they have prepared for this purpose. 

(2) All postmasters of post offices throughout Canada are 
directed, on pain of dismissal, to permit the posting up of such 
lists in their post offices, and they shall be deemed for the pur- 
pose of this rule to be Franchise Officers. 


75. Each urban enumerator is entitled to a certain fee for 
his services, as outlined in the tariff of fees. This allowance is 
for all services, and includes the preparation and certifying of the 
necessary number of copies. 


76. Upon receipt of the required number of copies of the 
preliminary list of electors from the enumerators, the Registrar 
of Electors shall immediately transmit or deliver one certified 
copy of such list to each of the candidates at the pending by- 
election, or their representatives; and he shall also retain one 
copy on file in his office where it shall be available for public 
inspection at all reasonable hours. 


Ill. ENUMERATION OF RURAL POLLING DIVISIONS 


77. (1) The first step to be taken by a rural enumerator 
after he has been sworn to as such in Form No. 5 is to complete 
at least six copies of a Notice of Enumeration in Form No. 21 
to The Dominion By-Elections Franchise Act, 1936. 


(2) This Notice will state that the enumerator is to prepare 
a list of qualified electors within the polling division: It will also 
show the address of the residence or office of the enumerator, 
and the dates and times when he will be available and where 
the lists will be revised and corrected by him. 
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(3) These Notices must be filled in and signed by the 
enumerator and, on a day to be notified to the enumerator by the 
Registrar of Electors, these must be posted up as follows: 

Two copies in the neighbourhood of the enumerator’s resi- 

dence, or office; and 

Four copies (or more) in the most public and conspicuous 

places in the polling division. 

(4) It will not ordinarily be necessary for the enumerator 
to undertake any special travel for the purpose of posting up 
these Notices. Even those which he thinks should be posted 
at a distance from his residence may be posted up as convenience 
serves, or he may send them by mail (if time permits) to someone 
who will undertake to post these for him when he does not himself 
expect to be at the place where these should be posted up. 


78. (1) The: duty of the rural enumerator immediately a ce 
after he has posted up his Notice of Enumeration, Form Nov2l, pac 
is to prepare a preliminary list of all the persons, men and Preparation 
women, resident in his polling division who are qualified as of the

electors, pursuant to The Dominion By-Elections Franchise Act, ger aes | 
1936, and The Dominion Franchise Act, 1934 electors. 


(2) This list shall be prepared fromy such information as the 
enumerator may be able to procure by personal enquiry in the 
polling division, or from other reliable and trustworthy sources, 
as well as from the printed list of electors (1935) as prepared 
under the provisions of The Dominion Franchise Act, 1934 

(3) It will ordinarily be necessary to visit personally each 
dwelling place in the polling division for the purpose of making 
enquiries It is recognized, however, that in many cases this 
will not be necessary and in other cases it would be impossible 
and unreasonable to do so 

79. (1) For the purpose of preparing the preliminary list Sec. 16, 
of electors for the polling division, each enumerator will be sup- ae B, 
plied with an Index Book, Form No. 22, in which shall be entered aw eatin 
the names, addresses and occupations of all men and women who of the 
are resident in the polling division and who are qualified as ee 
electors. Pena 

(2) The names of the electors shall be grouped according to No. 22. 
the initial letter of their surname, and entered alphabetically 
in the space allotted in the Index Book for each initial letter: 

And the column headings show what particulars are required 
and how these will be entered. 


80. (1) The name of every married woman or widow §¢¢.16., 


shall be entered in the Index Book under the surname of her Rule 6. 
husband or deceased husband, as the case may be. 

(2) The name of every married woman or widow shall 
be indicated by “Mrs.”; and the name of every unmarried 
woman by ” Miss ”: For example—“ Smith, Mrs. John ”: “ Jones, 
Miss Mary.” 


81. (1) The preliminary list of electors in the Index Book, Sec. 16, 
Form No. 22, must be completed not later than a day to be es: B, 


notified to the enumerator by the Registrar of Electors. 
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(2) And upon its completion the enumerator shall prepare 
at least six plainly written, in pen and ink or typewritten, copies 
in Form No. 28, of a list of all the names of electors as recorded 
in the Index Book. 


(3) Upon completion of these lists all names which then 
appear in the list will be numbered consecutively (beginning 
from the beginning to the end of the alphabet): All names 
beginning with the letter “A” being numbered before those 
beginning with the letter “B,’ and so on. The last number 
used should indicate the total number of names on the prelimin- 
ary list for the polling division, and the enumerator must be 
careful in order to make sure that no names entered in the Index 
Book are omitted from these lists. 


(4) On the last page of each complete copy of the prelimin- 
ary list as prepared in Form No. 23, and close to the last name 
thereon the enumerator shall write and sign the certificate which 
appears at the foot of Form No. 23. A specimen form, No. 33, 
showing an enumerator’s preliminary list properly made out and 
certified to is supplied to the enumerator. 


(5) Unless the enumerator has been already advised by 
the Registrar as to the number of copies of the preliminary list 
of electors in Form No. 23 which will be required, he should 
ascertain from the Registrar whether six copies of the preliminary 


eae suffice, or, if not, how many additional copies should be 
made. 


82. (1) The enumerator shall, immediately after com- 
pliance with Rule 7, post up in his residence or office at the 
address given in his Notice of Enumeration in Form No. ZA 
one certified copy of his preliminary list of electors, together 
with a signed copy of his Notice of Enumeration, which shall 
be kept available for public inspection at all reasonable hours. 


(2) The enumerator shall, also on the same day as he has 
posted up in his office the copy of the preliminary list of electors 
and the Notice of Enumeration, transmit or deliver to the Regis- 
trar, in the appropriate envelope, Form No. 44, provided for 
that purpose, at least four copies of his preliminary list of 
electors, to each of which will be appended a completed signed 
copy of his Notice of Enumeration. 


83. (1) The enumerator may at any time after posting 
up a copy of his preliminary list correct the preliminary list; 
but for the purpose of enabling the elector to find him readily 
he will remain at the place stated in his Notice of Enumeration, 
between the hours of one and ten o’clock in the afternoon of 
each of the three days mentioned in the Notice of Enumeration, 
for the purpose of dealing with such representations as may 
then be made on the subject of its correction. 


(2) The enumerator may require representation on this 
subject to be made on oath, if he so desires, but he is free to 
act on any representation of the correctness of which he is satis- 
fied. Any reliable person may call his attention to the fact 
that the preliminary list of electors as prepared by him in the 
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Index Book requires amendment as hereinafter mentioned, upon 
which the enumerator may: 


(a) add to such Index Book the name of any person who 
is qualified as an elector at the pending by-election, 
and who is a resident within the polling division, but 
whose name has been omitted from the preliminary 
list of electors; or 

(6) strike from such Index Book by drawing a deleting 
line through the name of any person who is not quali- 
fied as an elector, or who is not a resident in the polling 
Ivision; or 

(c) correct any inaccurate entry as to the name, address 
or occupation of any person whose name appears in 
the said Index Book. 


84. (1) Every change or correction, as made by the enu- 
merator in the preliminary list of electors in the Index Book, 
by the deletion, addition or correction of any entry, shall be 
verified opposite the name in the remarks column by the initials 
of the enumerator and the date upon which change was made 
will also be recorded. 

(2) Any change or correction which the enumerator decides 
to make in the Index Book in regard to the addition, deletion 
or correction of any entry will be made in coloured ink different 
from the colour used in its preparation. This is important in 
order that the corrections may be readily observed. 

(3) The correction or striking out of any entry will be 
made in such a way as not to prevent the entry as originally 
made from being easily discernible. 

(4) When any new names are added to the list these will 
be added at the conclusion of that part of the list containing 
names beginning with the same initial letter as the added name. 


85. The proceedings of the rural enumerator during the 
revision of the preliminary list which he has prepared, at the 
place and during the three days stated in his Notice of Enu- 
meration, are public in the sense that the enumerator may 
permit the attendance of the public; but the Act provides that 
the enumerator shall permit the presence thereat of two repre- 
sentatives of each recognized and opposed political interest in 
the electoral district: But no representative shall, except with 
the permission of the enumerator, have any right to take part 
or intervene in the proceedings. 


86. (1) Immediately after ten o’clock in the afternoon of 
the last of the three days on which the enumerator attends

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for revision of the preliminary list, he will prepare in Form Statement of 
No.. 24 at least five copies of a statement of all changes and changes and

(3) Each copy of the statement of changes and additions 
will be certified to by the enumerator in the provided form. 


(4) If the enumerator has made no changes in, or additions 
to his preliminary list, he will prepare a “ nil ” certificate accord- 
ingly, using for the purpose the same form as would have been 
used if changes or additions had been made. 


(5) Unless the enumerator has been advised by the Regis- 
trar as to the number of copies of his statement of changes 
and additions, he should ascertain from the Registrar whether 
five copies will suffice, or, if not, how many additional copies 
should be made. 


87. The eumerator will next number the names which 
then appear in the Index Book consecutively from the begin- 
ning to the end of the alphabet: All the names beginning 
with the letter “A” being numbered before those beginning 
with the letter “B” and so on. The last number should in- 
dicate the total number of names on the list. 


88. The enumerator will fill in and sign the certificate 
in Form No. 25 appearing at the end of the Index Book. 


&9. (1) The enumerator shall forthwith prepare two 
certified complete copies in Form No. 28 of the corrected fin- 
ally revised list of electors as appearing in the Index Book. 
These copies of the final list of electors, as it appears in the 
Index Book, will omit all dates and initials entered by the 
enumerator in the remarks column of the Index Book. 


(2) Such certified complete copies of the finally revised 
list of electors, written in pen and ink or typewritten, shall 
be the list of electors to be used by the appropriate election 
officer for the taking of the vote in the pending by-election. 
It is, therefore, necessary that these copies be plainly and 
legibly written in order that the appropriate election officer 
will have no difficulty in deciphering same. 


(3) A specimen form, No. 34, showing an enumerator’s 
finally revised list properly made out and certified is supplied to 
the enumerator. 


90. The enumerator shall forward, not later than a day 
fixed and notified to him by the Registrar (the day thus men- 
tioned is the very last permissible day), the certified Index 
Book, Form No. 22, to the Registrar: Two copies of the final 
certified list of electors, Form No, 28: And at least four cer- 
tified copies of the statement of changes and additions, Form 
No. 24: in the envelope, Form No. 44, provided for that pur- 
One copy of the statement of changes and additions 
shall be retained by the enumerator and shall be available 
for public inspection at all reasonable hours.

92. The enumerator shall be subject to and shall in all Sane 
respects abide by and perform the directions of the Registrar Pele eg 
of Electors.

IV. DUTIES OF REVISING OFFICERS FOR URBAN 
POLLING DIVISIONS 


95. (1) Before two o’clock in the afternoon of the first Sec. 16, 
day fixed for the revision the Revising Officer shall cause a A, 
five copies of the Notice of Revision to be posted up outside x31... of 
or near to the place where he will sit to revise the list. He Revision. 
will replace any of these which become defaced or torn down 
in order that the specified number of copies may remain duly 
posted during the days fixed for the revision. 


(2) Copies of the Notice of Revision will be supplied to 
the Revising Officer by the Registrar of Electors. 


96. The Revising Officers appointed for the purpose of Sec. 16, 
the revision of the preliminary lists of electors under Rule 9 pace ~ 
of Schedule A to this Act shall receive from the Registrar 
of Electors and safely retain in their possession the original 
preliminary lists of electors for the several polling divisions 
comprising their revisal district: And they shall permit and 
make available the lists for public inspection at all reason- 
able times. 

97. The duty of the Revising Officers for urban polling ae ro, 
divisions, after making oath as such in Form No. 11, is to pile yy.’ 
revise in person the preliminary list of electors of all the Form 
polling divisions within the revisal district for which each has No. 11. 
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been appointed, commencing and ending on the days fixed 
by the Commissioner and notified in writing to the Revising 
Officers by the Registrar of Electors who appointed them, and 
at such places, and on such days as have been published by 
the Registrar of Electors in his Notice of Revision. 


98. (1) Each Revising Officer shall keep his office open 
and be in attendance from two o’clock until five o’clock 
and from seven o’clock until ten o’clock in the afternoon of 
the days fixed by the Commissioner for the revision of the 
preliminary list of electors; or until the completion of the 
day’s business on hand, subject to the provisions of the Dom- 
inion By-Elections Franchise Act, 1936. 


(2) Every Revising Officer shall regulate the procedure 
in all matters coming before him in such a manner as he shall 
be directed by the Registrar of Electors. 


99. Postponing for the present mention of any duties 
performable by the Revising Officers after they have finished 
their sittings as Revising Officers, the principal functions 
while so sitting are as follows: 

(a) To hear and dispose of applications for the addi- 
tion of names of electors to the appropriate prelim- 
inary lists which have been prepared by the urban 
enumerators. 

(6) To hear and dispose of applications for the correction 
of entries of names, addresses and occupations made 
in such preliminary lists as so prepared; 

(c) To take affidavits of persons, who on oath object to 
the inclusion of any names which appear in such pre- 
liminary lists as so prepared, and who apply to have 
such names struck off such lists; 

(d) To issue and mail the appropriate notices of such objec- 
tions, and, in due course, to hear and dispose of all 
matters arising out of such objections; 

(e) To hear and dispose of applications made otherwise 
than on oath, under Rule 22 of this Schedule, to strike 
from such lists for cause, particular names; 

(f) To make, in geographical order for each polling division 
of each revisal district, books containing all the names 
appearing on the urban enumerators’ lists for each 
polling division; and also containing names added to 
such lists by the Revising Officer sitting as such; and 
showing all names struck off or corrected.on such lists 
from time to time by him while so sitting; and to initial 
and date all corrections or changes made by him in 
such books. 


100. (1) Any elector, resident in any polling division 
included in a revisal district, whose name has not been included 
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in person to the Revising Officer at the Revisal Office for the 
Revisal District to have his or her name included in such list, 
or to have the entry in the list relating to himself or herself 
corrected. 
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(2) Normally, any applicant who desires to have his or 
her name added to the list of the proper polling division in which 
he or she resides, must attend in person before the Revising 
Officer for examination as to his or her qualifications as an 
elector, and in order that a decision as to his or her application 
may be made in the presence of such applicant. 


(3) The Revising Officer will consider all applications by 
those whose names have been refused by the enumerators, or 
whose names have been otherwise omitted. 


(4) The Revising Officer must satisfy himself by proper 
enquiry that each applicant for registration is a qualified elector. 


(5) Revising Officers should read and study subsection two 
of section three and section four of the Dominion Franchise 
Act, 1934, in respect to the qualifications and disqualifications 
of electors as set out in these instructions. 


101. (1) Any elector who desires to have his or her name 
as it appears in the preliminary list of electors for the polling 
division in which he or she resides corrected shall apply in 
person to the Revising Officer of the revisal district in which 
the polling division concerned is contained, and shall sign an 
application in Form No. 12 filled in either by himself or her- 
self, or by the Revising Officer. 


(2) The Revising Officer shall detach from Form No. 12, 
sign and deliver to the applicant the appropriate stub indi- 
cating acceptance or refusal of the application. In the space 
provided in the form the Revising Officer shall number con- 
secutively each application for correction. 


102. (1) If the Revising Officer decides that the name of 
the applicant is to be included in the list; or if he decides to 
amend the list as requested, as the case may be, he shall so 
do in the presence of the applicant. 


(2) If the Revising Officer decides not to include the name 
of the applicant in the list, he shall notify the applicant in writ- 
ing in Form No. 13 that his or her application has been refused, 
stating the reasons for refusal. 


103. (1) If any elector, who claims to have any entry 
in the list of electors relating to himself or herself corrected, 
or to have his or her name added to the list, is, by reason of 
sickness, disability or necessary, temporary, unavoidable and 
bona fide absence from the revisal district, unable to attend 
personally the revisal sitting, a relative of the applicant, by 
blood or marriage, or his or her employer if he has sufficient 
knowledge of the facts, may appear in person before the Revising 
Officer and orally support the correction as to the name of such 
elector to the list, or the addition of his or her name, address 
and occupation thereto. 
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(2) The Revising Officer must decide forthwith and declare 
in the presence of the applicant’s relative or employer, as the 
case may be, whether he intends or does not intend to add 
the name to the list, or whether he intends or does not intend 
to amend the list as requested. | 


(3) If the Revising Officer decides to add the name to the 
list, or to amend the list as requested, he must enter it upon 
the list at once, or amend the list at once, as the case may be: 
Before the applicant’s relative or employer leaves the revisal 
office he is entitled to see the name as written or amended on 
the list. 


(4) If the Revising Officer decides not to add the name to 
the list, or not to amend the list as requested, as the case may 
be, he must forthwith before the applicant’s relative or employer 
leaves the revisal office notify him in writing signed in Form 
No. 13, of refusal of the application with the reasons therefor. 


(5) No other persons than those aforenamed may apply on 
behalf of another person to add to or correct the name of that 
person in the preliminary list of electors. 


104, (1) Any elector, whose name appears on the prelim- 
inary list of electors for any urban polling division comprised 
in any revisal district, may make before the Revising Officer 
an oath in Form No. 14 during or before his sittings for revision, 
attacking the right to be registered as an elector of any person 
whose name also appears thereon, and also giving particulars 
of the list upon which his name appears. 


(2) Forms for such affidavit are furnished. The form is to 
be filled in in duplicate (or in triplicate if the objecting elector 
gives a second address for the elector against whom his objection 
is directed), and must be sworn to before the Revising Officer 
himself. 


(3) The Revising Officers should not only satisfy themselves 
that the instructions as to the preparation of the affidavit have 
been strictly followed, but should also ascertain that the deponent 
has such knowledge of the facts as to justify him in believing 
that the grounds (death, disqualification of a person, or the 
real residence which he alleges), are well founded. 


(4) Upon satisfying himself on these points and upon the 
deponent taking oath, the Revising Officer will on each affidavit 
sign the certificate of the oath having been sworn. 


(5) The Revising Officer will, on each copy of the affidavit, 
fill in and sign the Notice of Objection to the elector objected 
to in Form No. 15, which is printed on the same sheet. In this 
will be specified the day upon which the elector objected to is 
to appear before the Revising Officer. 


(6) When the affidavits and notices have been duly com- 
pleted a copy of the affidavit and a copy of the Notice of Objec- 
tion will be despatched by registered mail, in the appropriate 
envelope, Form No. 58, to the person objected to at the address 
mentioned in the list of electors, and also at such other address, 
if any, as may be mentioned in the oath of the person making 
the objection. 


Part II—Duties of Urban and Rural Enumerators 
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(7) The Revising Officer, in setting the time for such appear- 
ance, shall have regard to the time required for travel and prepar- 
ation therefor. If there is not sufficient time during the days 
fixed for the revision, the elector whose name has been objected 
to should be notified to appear on the next following two or three 
days as time permits. 


(8) A complete copy of the affidavit of objection and Notice 
of Objection will be retained by the Revising Officer and kept 
together for each polling division separately; and when the index 
books have been written up a note will be made in the remarks 
column against each name which has been objected to. This 
note will show the registration number as appearing on the 
enumerators’ preliminary list, and the day upon which the Notice 
calls upon the elector objected to to appear. The note may be 
abbreviated in this form, thus—‘“ obj. 57, 29-7-37,” followed 
by the initials of the Revising Officer. 


105. (1) When the Revising Officer proceeds to consider 
and decide any applications to strike off names from the pre- 
liminary lists, or to add names to such lists, or to correct entries 
thereon, he will not be bound to observe the rigid rules of legal 
evidence. He may act upon such testimony as he deems sufficient 
proof of the matter under consideration. 


(2) The Revising Officer should remember that what he 
must have for the purpose of his decisions is reasonable proof 
and not mere unsupported assertion or belief. Persons who 
appear before him must disclose such sufficiently adequate 
grounds for any matter of belief asserted by them that the 
Revising Officer can accept their testimony as to such grounds 
as convincing proof of the truth of their asserted belief. 


(3) Accordingly on an application to strike off a name the 
Revising Officer should satisfy himself by full enquiry from the 
witness that adequate investigation has been made and that the 
disqualification alleged is to be fairly inferred from the facts 
ascertained. 


(4) So also on an application to add a name the evidence 
of any relative or employer should be accepted as sufficient only 
when the evidence is such as to establish the qualification of the 
elector concerned and to supply satisfactory reasons for his or 
her non-attendance. 


106. (1) The Revising Officer shall, during or before his 
sittings as such in his revisal district, copy into a book in 
Form No. 16 for each polling division the urban enumerators’ 
preliminary list for such polling divisions contained in his revisal 
district; and from time to time add to or correct in that book the 
names, addresses and occupations of qualified electors which 
he has decided to add or correct during his sittings. 


(2) The name of any elector which the Revising Officer has 
decided to strike off the list as provided for in Rules 20, 21 and 
22 of Schedule A to Section 16 of this Act shall actually be 
struck off, although there is no specific mention of striking off 
names, etc. in Rule 23 of this Section. The omission is imma- 
terial because to strike off a name from the list as entered in 
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the Revising Officer’s Revision Book is, in the words of Rule 23, 
an amendment to the list, and Rules 20, 21 and 22 all provide for 
striking names from the preliminary list. 


(3) This book, Form No. 16, shall be referred to in these 
instructions as the Revising Officer’s Revision Book. There shall 
be one prepared for each polling division, and it shall ultimately 
constitute the “final official list of electors” of the polling 
division. 

(4) These Revision Books, for each polling division, should, 
if possible, be prepared before the Revising Officer begins his 
sittings for the revision of the lists. 


(5) Great care must be exercised to see that no names are 
omitted from the Revision Books when the names are being 
transcribed from the enumerators’ preliminary lists. Any care- 
lessness resulting in the omission of a name or names will expose 
the Revising Officer to the penalties set out in the Dominion 
By-Elections Franchise Act, 1936. 


(6) New names added by the Revising Officer must, in any 
event, be entered in the Revision Book in the presence of the 
elector forthwith upon acceptance of oral application to add the 
same. It is obvious that before the Revising Officer’s Book for 
any particular polling division is prepared any corrections or 
amendments of the preliminary list of that polling division which 
are made will have to be made on that lst, and that after the 
Revising Officer’s book is prepared all corrections or entries must 
be made in that book itself. But whether or not the preliminary 
list 1s copied into the Revision Book for any polling division 
before or after he commences his sittings as Revising Officer, the 
preliminary list must be copied into the Revision Book exactly as 
that list was when it left the hands of the urban enumerators 
who prepared it: And all corrections or amendments which have 
been made before the Revision Book is ready must be made again 
in the Revision Book so as to disclose these as a record thereof. 


(7) As corrections of the preliminary lists are made on 
signed application therefor, the Revising Officer, pending the 
writing in his Revision Books, may conveniently endorse upon 
each application to correct his disposition of the application, 
and he may subsequently transfer the correction to his own 
book for the polling division concerned accordingly. He should, 
when this is done, write the word “entered” in the margin or 
across the face of the accepted application upon which the cor- 
rection is based. 


(8) Opposite the names and particulars of every elector 
entered by the Revising Officer in his book for any polling divi- 
sion, in addition to the names and particulars of the electors 
transferred into such book from the enumerators’ preliminary 
list, and opposite any correction or amendment (as striking out 
a name, etc.) of such list as the Revising Officer may make in 
such book, he shall note the date when the addition, correction 
or amendment was made and shall follow this note with his 
initial. 
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(9) In order that differences between the enumerators’ list 
and the list as contained in the Revision Book may instantly 
appear, any additions, corrections or amendments and notes 
made by the Revising Officer will be made in ink of a different 
colour from that used for copying the enumerators’ entries into 
the Revision Book. 


(10) The attention of the Revising Officer is directed to 
the printed note, as to the spacing of entries in the Revision 
Book, which appears on the cover of that book. Sufficient space 
is provided for the addition upon revision of all names and 
descriptions of electors. 


(11) When, upon revision, the Revising Officer adds a name 
to the names already appearing in geographical order in his 
Revision Book, he shall insert the name in its proper place hav- 
ing regard to the street, road, avenue and house or apartment 
number. 


(12) The correction or striking out of any entry in the 
Revision Book shall be made in such a way as not to prevent the 
entry as originally made being easily discernible. 


107. The particular attention of the Revising Officer is 
directed to the care which must be exercised in the preparation 
of the Revision Book in Form No. 16 for each polling division 
in his revisal district. Each book must be plainly and legibly 
written in pen and ink, or typewritten, as this book as stated 
hereinbefore becomes the “official list of electors” of the 
polling division and will be used by the printer when printing the 
list of electors under the direction of the Registrar of Electors. 
Great care must be taken to see that all names, addresses and 
occupations as appearing in the enumerators’ preliminary list 
are copied into the Revision Book in their proper geographical 
order, and that all corrections to the names, addresses and 
occupations of electors, all names struck off the list, and all 
names added to the list during the course of the revision are 
neatly and legibly made in different coloured ink than that used 
in the original preparation of the book. 


108. After the conclusion of the sittings of the Revising 
Officers: and after all applications received during such sittings 
have been considered and disposed of; and after the decision 
of such appeals as have been asserted to a Judge, or to a 
barrister appointed to act in his stead pursuant to Section 32 
of this Act, or the lapse of time limited by that Section on the 
last day whereof all the then undecided appeals to a Judge or 
to a barrister acting in his stead shall be deemed to have been 
dismissed; and after the amending of the lists of the polling 
divisions to conform with the decision, if any, of a judge or a 
barrister acting in his stead; the Revising Officer shall con- 
secutively number each name on each list of electors for each 
polling division from the lowest to the highest starting at the 
beginning of each list including all the names in each revision 
book for each polling division. The last number used in each 
book should indicate the total number of names on the list of 
each polling division.

V. INSTRUCTIONS RE QUALIFICATIONS AND 
DISQUALIFICATIONS OF ELECTORS 


For the convenience and guidance of enumerators and Revis- 
ing Officers, next following is quoted from The Dominion Fran- 
chise Act, 1934, the “ Qualifications and Disqualifications of 
Electors,” and also an outline of the meaning and proper appli- 
cation of any of the expressions “ reside,” “ resided,” “ resident,” 
and “residence” as used with relation to the right or qualifica- 
tion of any person, man or woman, to be registered as an elector. 
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Qualifications and Disqualifications of Electors 


116. (1) Save as hereinafter provided every person, man 
or woman, shall be entitled to be registered as an elector on the 
list of electors for the polling division in which he or she resides 
at the time of the preparation of the list of electors therefor, 
if he or she 

(a) is of the full age of twenty-one years; and 

(b) is a British subject by birth or naturalization; and 

(c) has been ordinarily resident in Canada for at least 

twelve months, and was ordinarily resident in the 
electoral district in which the pending by-election 
(under The Dominion By-Elections Franchise Act, 
1936) is to be held, not less than three months imme- 
diately preceding the date of the issue of the writ of 
such by-election. 


Provided that the following persons are disqualified from voting 
at an election and incapable of being registered as electors, 
and shall not be so registered, that is to say— 


(1) the Chief Electoral Officer; 
(ii) the Franchise Commissioner; 
(111) the Assistant Chief Electoral Officer; 
(iv) the Secretary of the Franchise Commissioner; 
(v) every judge appointed by the Governor in Council; 
(vi) every Esquimau person, whether born in Canada or 
elsewhere; 
(vil) every Indian person ordinarily resident on an Indian 
reservation, who did not serve in the military, naval 
or air forces of Canada in the war 1914-1918: 
(vill) every prisoner undergoing punishment for the com- 
- mission of any offence; 
(ix) every person who is restrained of his liberty of move- 
ment or deprived of the management of his property 
by reason of mental disease; 


(x) every person who is an inmate of an institution which 
is maintained by any government or municipality for 
the housing and maintenance of the poor; 

(xi) subject to subsection two of this section, every person 
who is disqualified by reason of race from voting at 
an election of a member of the Legislative Assembly 
of the province in which he or she resides and who did 
not serve in the military, naval or air forces of Canada 
in the war 1914-1918; 


(xii) in the province of British Columbia, every Doukhobor 
person and every descendant of any such person, 
whether born in that province or elsewhere, who is by 
the law of that province disqualified from voting at 
an election of a Member of the Legislative Assembly 
of that province; 


(xlli) every person who is disqualified from voting under the 
law of Canada relating to the disqualification of electors 
or voters for corrupt or illegal practices. 
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(2) Notwithstanding anything in this section contained, Indians. 
an Indian shall not be incapable of being registered as an elector 
or be disqualified from voting at an election, except pursuant 
to the seventh paragraph of subsection one of this section. 


(3) Franchise Officers shall not include within any list of seh 
electors made by them the name of any person who is, pursuant persons not 


to this section of this Act, unqualified to be, or disqualified to be 
from being registered as an elector. registered. 


Explanation of “ Residence” of Electors 


Rule 1—The place of residence of a person is, ordinarily, Reside. 
that place which has always been, or which he has adopted as, Resided, 
the place of his habitation or home, whereto, when away there- Resident. 
from, he intends to return. Specifically, when a person usually 
sleeps in one place and dines or is employed in another place, 
the place of residence is where the person sleeps. Residence. 


Rule 2.—A person can have only one place of residence and See (2). 
it cannot be lost unless or until another is gained. Tren eA 
Act, 1934. 


Rule 3.—Although, ordinarily a person’s place of residence Aeon 


is where his family is, if he is living apart from his family, with 
the intent to remain so apart from it in another place, the 
place of residence of such person is such other place. 


Rule 4—Temporary absence from a place of residence does 
not cause a loss or change of place of residence. 


Rule 5.—Mere location or presence for temporary purposes 
in a place other than one’s place of residence does not cause the 
loss or change of place of residence unless such location or 
presence is accompanied by an intent not to return to the former 
place of residence. 


Rule 6.—Although, ordinarily a change of place of residence 
can ensue only from removal from one place of residence to 
another, with an accompanying intent not to return to the 
former place as a place of residence, removal to a place out of 
Canada, or out of any province of Canada, or out of any electoral 
district in Canada, to any other place (out of or within Canada, 
as the case may be) with the intent of remaining for an indefinite 
time in that other place as a place of residence, causes a change 
of place of residence even when the person so removing intends 
to return, but at some indefinite time. 


Rule 7.—Any person on active service with the naval, 
military or air forces of Canada shall be deemed to continue 
to reside at the place in the polling division in which he was a 
resident at the time of enrollment for such active service, unless 
he has thereafter changed his place of residence in Canada. 


Rule 8.—-Notwithstanding the provisions of any other of 
these rules, no person shall be deemed to be resident in quarters 
or premises which are ordinarily occupied only during some or 
all of the months of May to October, inclusive, and ordinarily 
remain unoccupied during some or all of the months of Novem- 
ber to April, inclusive, unless 
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(a) he is occupying such quarters or premises in the course 
of and in the pursuit of his ordinary gainful occupa- 
tion; or 

(0) he has no other quarters or premises in the same or any 
other electoral district to which, at the time when he 
applies to be registered as an elector, he may at will 
remove. 


Rule 9—Nctwithstanding the provisions of any other of 
these rules, time spent by a person at any unemployment relief 
camp, or in any institution or refuge maintained, either by 
public or private monies, for the relief of distressed or unem- 
ployed persons, shall be deemed to have been spent by that 
person in temporary absence from his last place of residence as 
determined pursuant to these rules, and if there be any such 
place of residence or home, either of himself or of any member 
of his family, to which he could return, he shall, notwithstanding 
his presence in such unemployment camp, be registered at 
such place or residence or home; and moreover, no person 
who is registered as an elector under this Act shall merely 
because of time spent by him at an unemployment relief camp, 
or in such an institution or refuge, lose his residence qualifica- 
tion in the electoral district in which he is so registered. In 
this rule the expression “ unemployment relief camps ” means 
any camp, place, building or premises in Canada, other than 
a private dwelling place, maintained wholly or in part at the 
expense of any government or municipality, for the relief of 
unemployed persons, at which the homeless or unemployed are 
lodged and/or fed.

Issue and Transmission of Registration Maiterval. 


"4, Immediately upon a vacancy occurring in the 
representation of any electoral district in the House of 
Commons, the Commissioner shall transmit to the Registrar

(a) such sufficiently indexed copies of or excerpts from

(3) Inadvertent omission on the part of the Registrar of 
Electors of any electoral district to mail such notices or any 
thereof in time, or to mail them to a number less than one- 
tenth of the postmasters within an electoral district, shall 
not be deemed to be non-compliance with the provisions 
of this section. 

(4) Every postmaster shall, forthwith after the receipt 
of such notice post it up in some conspicuous place within 
his office to which the public has access and maintain it 
posted there until the pending registration has terminated, 
and failure to do so shall be ground for his dismissal from 
office, and for the purposes of this provision such postmaster 
shall be deemed: to be a franchise officer and shall be liable 
as such. 

(5) The Registrar of Electors shall, on the same day as 
that whereon he sends by mail copies of such notice to the 
various postmasters, also send by mail or deliver five copies 
of the notice to each person who was, at the last Dominion 
election held in the electoral district, a candidate for 
election. 


“Preparation of Lists of Electors. 


“16. (1) The Registrar of Electors shall, commencing on 
the day fixed and directed by the Commissioner, cause to 
be prepared in and for his electoral district, and pursuant 
to the provisions of this Part of this Act, preliminary lists 
of all qualified electors who are resident within the urban 
and/or rural polling divisions into which that electoral 
district is at the time, pursuant to The Dominion Elections 
Act, 1934, divided. 

(2) The polling divisions shall be those established for or 
adopted on the occasion of the Dominion general election 
held on the fourteenth day of October, nineteen hundred 
and thirty-five. 

(3) The Chief Electoral Officer of Canada shall whenever 
required by the Commissioner certify in writing to him 
what polling divisions in any electoral district in Canada 
are, respectively, urban and rural. The Commissioner shall 
inform the Registrar of Electors concerned what polling 
divisions in his electoral district are, respectively, urban 
and rural. 

(4) Every Registrar of Electors shall immediately after 
being directed as in subsection one of this section mentioned, 
and not otherwise, appoint by writing in Form No. 4, 
executed under his hand, for the purposes and period of 
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preparation of such lists of electors, sufficient fit and proper 
persons as enumerators, appointing two thereof for each 
urban polling division (or for each part thereof in the case 
of a subdivided polling division) and one thereof for each 
rural polling division (or for each part thereof in the case of 
a subdivided polling division) in his electoral district. 
Enumerators of urban polling divisions shall be selected in 
the following manner: 

(a) The Registrar shall, so far as possible, so select and 
appoint that the two enumerators of each polling 
division (or part thereof) shall represent two different 
and opposed political interests. 

(6) Within two days after the Registrar of Electors has 
received instructions from the Commissioner to pre- 
pare the list of qualified electors as provided in sub- 
section one hereof and has so notified the candidates 
heremafter mentioned, the candidate who, at the then 
last preceding election in an electoral district, received 
the highest number of votes in such electoral district, 
and the candidate who representing at that election a 
different and opposed political interest, received the 
next highest number of votes, may, each, by himself or 
by a representative, nominate a fit and proper person 
or fit and proper persons for appointment as enumera- 
tors in any or all of the polling divisions (or parts of 
polling divisions) in the Registrar’s electoral district, 
and, subject to the provisions of this section, the 
Registrar shall appoint such persons to be enumerators 
of the polling divisions or parts thereof for which they 
have been nominated. 

(c ) If the Registrar deems that there is good cause for his 
refusing to appoint any person so nominated he shall 
so notify the nominating candidate or his representa- 
tive, who may within twenty-four hours thereafter 
nominate a substitute to whom the provisions of 
paragraph (6b) of this subsection shall apply. If no 
substitute is nominated as aforesaid the Registrar may, 
subject to paragraph (a) of this subsection, himself 
select and appoint to any necessary extent. 

(d) If because of the then last preceding election in the 
electoral district there was opposed to the candidate 
who received the highest number of votes no candidate 
representing a different and opposed political interest 
no nominations by such a candidate are possible, or if 
either of the candidates mentioned in paragraph (6) 
of this subsection fails to nominate any person for 
appointment as enumerator of any polling division (or 
part thereof) of the applicable electoral district, the 
Registrar may, acting subject to paragraph (a) of this 
subsection, himself select and appoint to any necessary 
extent. 
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(5) Every person who is appointed as an enumerator 
under subsection four of this section, or as a revising officer 
under Rule 9 of Schedule A to this section shall, before acting 
as such, take an oath, which shall be reduced to writing, 
and certified, the whole as in Form No. 5 or Form No. 11, 
as the case may be, and he shall send by mail or deliver that 
document to the Registrar of Electors who appointed him. 

(6) Every Registrar of Electors shall make and keep a 
record of the names and addresses of all revising officers 
and enumerators appointed by him and of the polling divis- 
sions for which each is to act. Such Registrar shall permit 
any person to inspect such record at all reasonable times and 
he shall as soon as possible after such record is complete 
send by mail a copy thereof to the Commissioner. The 
Registrar shall post up, and keep posted up in his office for 
the whole period of the registration a copy of such record. 

(7) In urban polling divisions the lists of electors shall 
be prepared in accordance with the rules set forth in Sched- 
ule A to this section, and in rural polling divisions, such 
lists shall be prepared in accordance with the rules set forth 
in Schedule B to this section. 

(8) The two enumerators appointed for each urban 
polling division (or part thereof) shall, with relation to 
every process of the preparation of their list of electors, act 
jointly and not individually. They shall report forthwith 
to the Registrar who appointed them the fact and the 
details of any disagreement between them. The Registrar 
shall decide the matter of difference and communicate to 
the enumerators his decision. They shall accept and apply 
it as if it had been originally their own. The Registrar of 
Electors may at any time replace any urban enumerator 
appointed by him by appointing another enumerator to 
act in the place and stead of the person already appointed, 
and any enumerator so replaced shall upon request in 
writing signed by the Registrar of Electors, by the subse- 
quent appointee, or by any other person authorized by the 
Registrar of Electors to receive the same, deliver or give up 
to him any franchise documents, papers and written inform- 
ation which he has obtained for the purpose of the perform- 
ance of his duties; and on default he shall be guilty of an 
offence punishable on summary conviction as in this Act pro- 
vided.

house to house visitation the names, addresses and occupa- 
tions of every man and woman who is qualified pursuant 
to this Act to be included in the preliminary list of electors 
which they have been appointed to prepare, and to include 
in such list the name, address and occupation of the elector 
so complying. The enumerators shall leave, at the residence 
of every elector visited by them whose name they propose 
to register on the list of electors which they have been 
appointed to prepare, a notice, in Form No. 6, that they 
have granted or refused, as the case may be, the elector’s 
application to be so registered. 


Rule 2.—The enumerators shall visit every dwelling 
place in their polling division at least twice—once between 
the hours of nine o’clock in the forenoon and six o’clock in 
the afternoon and once between the hours of seven o’clock 
in the afternoon and ten o’clock in the afternoon (unless, 
as to any dwelling place, they are satisfied that no qualified 
electors living therein may remain unregistered). 


Rule 3.—On a day to be fixed by the Commissioner and 
notified to them by the Registrar of Electors, the enumer- 
ators shall prepare a complete list of all the names, addresses, 
and occupations of the persons who are qualified as electors 
and who are resident in the polling division (or part thereof) 
for which they have been appointed. Such list shall be pre- 
pared in all urban polling divisions in geographical order, 
that is, by streets, roads and avenues, as in Form No. 7. 
The enumerators shall also prepare in like form a sufficient 
number of copies of such list to comply with Rule 5. 


Rule 4.—The enumerator shall, in such list, as indicated 
in form No. 7 of Schedule One to this Act, register the name 
of a married woman or widow under the name and surname 
of her husband or deceased husband, as the case may be, 
prefixing each name with the abbreviation ‘“Mrs.” The 
name of an unmarried woman shall be prefixed with the 
word ‘‘Miss.”’ 


fule 5.—Upon completion of the foregoing requirements 
each pair of enumerators shall forthwith deliver or transmit 
to the Registrar of Electors of the Electoral District in 
which the by-election is pending at least five plainly 
written or typewritten copies of the list of electors for their 
respective polling division, together with their record books 
containing the carbon copies of the notices in Form No. 6. 
Each of such copies of the list shall be severally sworn to 
by both enumerators in Form No. 8 of Schedule One to this 
Act. Upon receipt of such copies of the list of electors the 
Registrar of Electors shall immediately transmit one copy 
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to each of the candidates at the pending by-election, or 
their representatives, and shall also keep one copy of such 
list on file in his office where it shall be available for public 
inspection at all reasonable hours. 


Rule 6.—The enumerators shall also, on the same day as 
that whereon pursuant to Rule 5 they transmit or deliver 
copies of their preliminary list of electors to the Registrar 
of Electors, post up or cause to be posted up, in at least 
three conspicuous places to which the public has access, 
within their polling division (or part thereof), at least three 
copies of the preliminary list which they have prepared. 
All postmasters of post offices throughout Canada are 
directed, on pain of dismissal, to permit the posting of such 
lists in their post offices, and they shall be deemed, for the 
purposes of this rule to be franchise officers. 


Urban Revision. 


Rule 7.—Before the commencement of the revision of the 
list of electors the Registrar of Electors shall group together 
the urban polling divisions of his electoral district into 
several revision groups (hereafter in these rules termed 
‘Revisal districts”) each containing such number of urban 
polling divisions as the Commissioner may direct, and shall 
prepare descriptions of the boundaries of such revisal dis- 
tricts. He shall then cause to be printed a notice in Form 
No. 9 describing the boundaries of each of the revisal dis- 
tricts established by him and stating where, when, and for 
how long the Revising Officer will be present and may be 
found within each revisal district, and at what hours of the 
day, for the purpose of revising the preliminary lists of 
electors of the urban polling divisions included in each revisal 
district. At least four days before the first day fixed for 
revision he shall cause six copies of such notice for each 
thousand of the population to be posted up in conspicuous 
places throughout each revisal district. Before two o’clock 
on the afternoon of the day when the revision commences 
the Revising Officer of each revisal district shall cause an 
additional five copies of the above mentioned notice to be 
posted up outside of and near to the place where he will sit 
to revise the list. The Revising Officer shall see that the 
latter copies are replaced as circumstances require in order 
that: the specified number of copies may remain duly posted 
up during the three days of sittings for revision. The 
Registrar of Electors shall also cause a notice of revision, not 
exceeding eight inches by four inches in dimensions, to be 
published twice in one daily newspaper circulating in the 
city or town in which the electoral district lies, such notice 
of revision to be in Form No. 9. 
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In the province of Quebec such notice shall be published 
in one daily newspaper published in the English language 
and in one daily newspaper published in the French lan- 
guage. ‘The place in which the Revising Officer sits as such 
is hereafter in these rules termed the “revisal office.” 


Rule §8.—The Revising Officers appointed under Rule 9 
of this Schedule shall safely retain in their possession all 
original preliminary lists of electors received by them from 
the Registrar of Electors and shall permit and make avail- 
able for public inspection at all reasonable times such 
copies thereof as so received. 


Rule 9.—The Registrar of Electors shall appoint in writing 
in Form No. 10 a Revising Officer for each revisal district 
in his electoral district. The Revising Officer thus appointed 
shall be a resident of the electoral district. 


Rule 10.—Each Revising Officer, after making oath in 
Form No. 11 as such, shall, commencing and ending on the 
days fixed by the Commissioner and notified to him in 
writing by the Registrar of Electors, revise the preliminary 
list of electors of all polling divisions within his revisal 
district. 


Rule 11.—Each Revising Officer appointed under Rule 9 
hereof shall keep his office open for the revision of the list 
of electors from two o’clock until five o’clock, and from 
seven o’clock until ten o’clock in the afternoon, on at least 
three days to be fixed by the Commissioner and notified 
to the Registrar of Electors before the commencement of 
the revision. The Revising Officer shall remain continu- 
ously in attendance at such office while the same is open. 
Subject to the provisions of this Act and to such instructions 
as may be given by the Commissioner, every Revising 
Officer shall regulate the procedure in all matters coming 
before him in such manner as he shall be directed by the 
Registrar of Electors. 


Rule 12.—At the several sittings for revision the Revising 
Officer shall have jurisdiction (without limitation of any 
other jurisdiction in him) to dispose and he shall dispose— 


(a) of applications made by electors who might have 
applied to enumerators to have their names included 
in the preliminary lists, or to have such lists corrected; 
and . 

(b) of objections on oath made under Rule 20 of these 
rules; 

(c) of objections to the inclusion of any names in any 
preliminary list of electors of which at least two days’ 
notice has been given in writing sent by mail, registered 
and prepaid, addressed to the person whose name is 
objected to at the address given for such person in the 
list. | 
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Rule 13.—Any elector resident in any polling division 
included in a revisal district whose name has not been 
included or has been incorrectly included by enumerators 
in the list of electors for such polling division may apply to 
the Revising Officer at the revisal office for the revisal 
district to have his name included in the list, or to cause the 
entry in the list relating to him to be corrected. 


Rule 14.—Every elector applying in person to the Revis- 
ing Officer to have his name as it appears on the preliminary 
list for his polling division corrected shall sign an application 
in Form No. 12, in which all the information required by 
the said form shall be sufficiently filled in either by the 
applicant personally or by the Revising Officer at the 
applicant’s request. Before correcting the list the Revising 
Officer shall satisfy himself that the applicant understands 
the effect of the statements in the application, and that he is 
entitled to have the list corrected pursuant to his request. 


Rule 15.—Wherever the language of the applicant is not 
understood by the Revising Officer an interpreter may be 
sworn and may act. 


Rule 16.—lfi the Revising Officer decides that the appli- 
cant’s name should be included in the list, he shall in the 
presence of the applicant enter his name on such list. 


Rule 17.—If the Revising Officer decides that the appli- 
cant is not entitled to have his name included in the list or 
is not entitled to have the preliminary list amended as 
requested, he shall notify the applicant in writing in Form 
No. 13 that his application is refused, stating the reasons 
for such refusal. 


Rule 18.—Notwithstanding anything in these rules, if 
any elector who claims to have any entry in thelist of electors 
relating to him corrected or to have his name added to the 
list, is unable personally to attend the revisal sittings by 
reason of sickness, disability, or necessary, temporary un- 
avoidable and bona fide absence from the revisal district, 
then a relative of such person by blood or marriage or such 
person’s employer may, if he has a sufficient knowledge of 
the facts, appear before the Revising Officer and orally 
support the correction, as to such elector, of the list, or the 
addition of his name, address and occupation thereto. 


Rule 19.—If the relative by blood or marriage or the em- 
ployer so appearing substantiates (a) the cause for the 
non-appearance of the person immediately concerned to be 
as in Rule 18 set forth, (b) the existence of a relationship 
by blood or marriage or the relationship of employer and 
employee, and (c) the facts relevant to the qualification, 
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name, address or identity of the person immediately con- 
cerned, the Revising Officer may act upon such application 
as if the elector concerned had appeared in person before 
him. 

Rule 20.—If any elector whose name appears in the list 
of electors for any polling division in the electoral district 
within which any revisal district is comprised makes oath 
in Form 14 before the Revising Officer, during or before his 
sittings for revision, giving particulars of the list upon 
which his name appears, stating that he is qualified to vote 
in that electoral district and alleging the death or dis- 
qualification of a person or the real residence of and the 
improper entry of the name of that persov, or of such 
alleged to be dead or disqualified person, on any preliminary 
list of electors of a polling division which is comprised in 
such revisal district, the Revising Officer shall transmit by 
registered mail addressed to the person the appearance of 
whose name upon such list is objected to, at the address, if 
any, mentioned in the list of electors, and also at such other 
address, if any, as may be mentioned in the oath of such 
elector, a notice of objection in Form No. 15 requiring the 
person to appear in person or by representative before the 
Revising Officer on a day to be named in such notice to 
establish his qualification as an elector. The Revising 
Officer shall transmit with each copy of such notice a copy of 
the oath of the elector who has made the objection. The 
Revising Officer, in setting the time for such appearance 
shall pay regard to the course of mail and consider the 
time required for travel and preparing therefor. 


Rule 21.—In case of any objection made on oath under 
Rule 20 of which notice has been properly given by 
the Revising Officer the onus of establishing his right to have 
his name included in the final list of electors shall be upon 
the person objected to, and if such person does not on the 
day for which notice of the hearing of such objection has 
been given appear before the Revising Officer personally or 
by representative, or, being present or represented, fails to 
satisfy the Revising Officer of his right to have his name 
retained on the list, the Revising Officer shall strike his 
name therefrom, whether or not the elector by whom the 
objection was made has appeared before him. Provided 
that if the Revising Officer receives in time from such 
person an affidavit or statutory declaration justifying on 
sufficient grounds his non-attendance and verifying his 
qualification to have his name retained on such list this 
rule shall not, as to the effect of non-appearance or as to 
the burden of proof, be applied. 


Rule 22.—In the case of any objection to the inclusion of 
a name in the list of electors of which notice has been given 
by the objecting person otherwise than through the Revising 
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Officer, the onus of establishing the validity of such objection 
shall rest upon the objecting person, and shall be discharged 
either by proper evidence that the name of the person 
objected to should not be included in the list of electors or 
by the production of a post office certificate of the registra- 
tion of the package containing the notice of objection, and 
of the package itself having upon it a record by the post 
office indicating that the same could not be delivered. 


Rule 23.—During or before his sittings for revision the 
Revising Officer shall copy into a book in Form No. 16 
(one book for each polling division) with all streets, roads 
and avenues arranged as by such Form indicated, the 
preliminary lists, prepared by the enumerators of the 
various polling divisions of his electoral district, and shall 
during his sittings for revision add or correct in such book 
the names, addresses and occupations of such qualified 
electors as are added by him to the preliminary list or in 
respect of which any correction is made. He shall certify 
each amendment of the preliminary list so made in such 
book by appending thereto his initials and a note of the 
date of the amendment. 


Rule 24.—Immediately after the conclusion of the sittings 
of the Revising Officers and the decision of all appeals, if 
any, which have been asserted from any of their rulings to a 
judge, or to a barrister appointed by the judge to act in his 
stead pursuant to section thirty-two of this Act, or the 
elapse of the time limited by that section between the 
decision by the judge, or the barrister appointed by him to 
act in his stead, of such appeals, whichever event shall first 
occur, every Revising Officer after amending the list of 
electors to conform with the decision of the judge or the 
barrister appointed by him to act in his stead, if any decision 
has been made, shall, as respects each polling division in his 
revisal district, arrange in consecutive numerical order, by 
numbers of houses on streets, roads and avenues, lowest to 
highest, as in Form No. 16 (preserving as in such book the 
alphabetical order of streets, roads and avenues) the names 
of all electors appearing in such book as finally revised by 
him, and thereupon certify on oath as in Form No. 17 the 
said list of electors as in such book appearing, and such 
certified list as contained in such book shall be deemed to 
be the official list of electors of such polling division. 


Rule 25.—Each Revising Officer shall prepare at least 
five copies of the statement of the additions and corrections 
in Form No. 18 made by him to and in the preliminary 
lists of electors of each polling division within his revisal 
district and shall forthwith transmit or deliver such copies 
to the Registrar of Electors. Upon receipt of such copies 
of the statement of additions and corrections, the Registrar 
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of Electors shall immediately transmit one copy to each 
of the candidates at the pending election or their repre- 
sentatives, and shall also keep one copy on file in his office 
where it shall be available for public inspection at all reason- 
able hours. 


Rule 26.—If at any time the number of applications for 
revision at any revisal office is such that the appointed 
Revising Officer cannot promptly dispose of them, the Com- 
missioner may authorize the Registrar of Electors to 
appoint additional Revising Officers or to provide one or 
more of them with clerical assistance. 


fule 27,—The Revising Officer shall permit to be present 
in the place of revision two representatives of each recognized 
and opposed political interest in the electoral district, but 
no such representative shall, except with the permission 
of the Revising Officer, have any right to take part or inter- 
vene in the proceedings. 


Rule 28.—The Revising Officer shall, while sitting as such, 
be a conservator of the peace and have and possess the same 
powers as a justice of the peace in his province. He may 
appoint, if necessary, constables for the maintenance of 
order and for the arrest and detention of persons who are 
guilty of the personation of others, or of attempting to 
personate others, or who impede or improperly interrupt 
his proceedings or create a disturbance. 


Rule 29.—Forthwith after compliance with Rule 24 
herein, the Revising Officer shall deliver or transmit to the 
Registrar of Electors all documents in his possession in 
connection with the revision of the preliminary lists of 
electors. And the Registrar of Electors shall forthwith 
cause the official lists of electors to be printed in accordance 
with the instructions of the Commissioner, or shall, if so 
directed, deliver or transmit the said official lists to the 
Commissioner to be printed by the King’s Printer as pro- 
vided in section forty-six of this Act. 


Rule 30.—Kach printed copy of each list of electors, 
unless printed by the King’s Printer, shall have appended 
thereto a printed certificate in Form No. 19 by the Regis- 
trar of Electors, that each print accurately sets out all the 
names, addresses and occupations of the persons referred to 
in the official list of electors for the polling division to which 
it relates. The Registrar of Electors shall furnish twenty 
copies of the list for each polling division to the candidates 
nominated at the pending by-election, or their represent- 
atives. | 


Rule 31.—The printed list as so certified by the Registrar 
of Electors under Rule 30 hereof shall be the list of electors 
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for the polling division to which it relates, but if any material 
difference between its contents and the contents of the 
official list is discovered after the completion of the printing 
the Registrar of Electors shall furnish a certificate in Form 
No. 20 of such error to the Returning Officer and to the 
candidates or their representatives, and the printed list 
shall for all purposes be taken to have been amended in 
accordance with such certificate. 


Rule 32.—The Registrar of Electors who has caused the 
official lists of electors to be printed shall forthwith after 
the said lists have been printed deliver or transmit five 
copies thereof to the Returning Officer and five copies 
thereof to the Chief Electoral Officer. If the Commissioner 
has caused the said lists to be printed he shall forthwith 
after the said lists have been printed transmit or deliver ten 
copies thereof to the Chief Electoral Officer. 


“SCHEDULE B TO SECTION 16 
Preparation of Lists of Electors in Rural Polling Divisions 


Rule 1.—Forthwith upon receiving the instructions of the 
Dominion Franchise Commissioner to prepare the lists of 
electors for a by-election, the Registrar of Electors shall, 
by writing in Form No.4 of Schedule One to this Act, 
appoint a person to be an enumerator for each rural polling 
division (or part thereof in case such person is appointed to 
enumerate only a part of a polling division) in his electoral 
district. 


Rule 2.—Notwithstanding anything in this Act contained, 
if it is impossible promptly to secure the services of a 
resident person who is qualified to act, an enumerator may 
be appointed to act in a rural polling division although he 
is not resident therein. In any event the enumerator must 
be a resident of the electoral district and qualified as a voter 
therein. 


Rule 3.—Every enumerator shall forthwith on his appoint- 
ment take an oath as such in Form No. 5 of Schedule One 
to this Act, and shall immediately thereafter post up in 
public places in the polling division at least six copies of a 
notice in Form No. 21 of the said schedule, that he is about 
to prepare a list of qualified electors resident in the division, 
which said list will be revised and corrected by him at a 
stated place where he will be found between the hours of 
one and ten o’clock in the afternoon of the Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday of a specified week fixed by the Com- 
missioner and notified to the enumerator by the Registrar 
of Electors or if any of the said days is a public holiday in 
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the province and the Registrar of Electors so directs, then 
on such of the said days as are not public holidays and on 
Saturday of the said week. 


Rule 4.—The enumerator of each rural polling division 
(or part thereof, as the case may be), shall forthwith after 
posting such notice proceed to prepare a preliminary list of 
all the persons resident in his polling division who are quali- 
fied as electors. Such list shall be prepared from such 
information as the enumerator may be able to secure by 
personal enquiry in the polling division (or part thereof in 
case he is appointed to enumerate only part of a polling 
division) or from such other sources of information as may 
be available and can be conveniently used, including the 
printed 1935 list of electors prepared under The Dominion 
Franchise Act. 


Rule 5.—The names, addresses and occupations of all 
electors, men or women, who are included by the enumerator 
in such list shall be written in an index book in Form No. 22 
of Schedule One to this Act, with the names of the electors 
grouped according to the initial letter of their respective 
surnames, the post office address and occupation of each 
being fully stated. 


Rule 6.—The enumerator shall, in such list, as indicated in 
Form No. 23 of Schedule One to this Act, register the name of 
a married woman or widow under the name or surname of her 
husband or deceased husband, as the case may be, prefixing 
the name with the abbreviation “‘“Mrs.” The name of an 
unmarried woman shall be prefixed with the word ‘‘Miss.”’ 


Rule 7.—On a day to be fixed and notified by the Registrar 
of Electors who appointed the enumerator concerned he 
shall close, for the time being, the preliminary list which he 
is preparing and forthwith make at least six plainly written 
copies of that list, as recorded in his index book, and append 
to each of such copies the certificate printed at the foot of 
Form No. 23 of Schedule One to this Act. 


Rule 8.—The enumerator shall, forthwith after com- 
pliance with Rule 7, post up one certified copy of his pre- 
liminary list of electors at the place within the polling 
division whereat he is to be found pursuant to Rule 3. He 
shall attach to such copy a copy of the notice posted up 
pursuant to Rule 3. He shall also on the same day as 
that on which he posts up such certified copy of the list 
transmit or deliver to the Registrar of Electors at least four 
copies of the list of electors as contained in the index book; 
three of such copies to be for distribution by the Registrar 
of Electors to the candidates or their representatives and 
one copy to be retained by the Registrar of Electors, which 
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copy shall be kept available for public inspection at all 
reasonable hours. 


Rule 9.—The enumerator at any time after the posting 
up of a copy of the preliminary list of electors and not later 
than ten o’clock on the last of the three days specified for 
correction thereof in the notices posted by him, on being 
fully satisfied from representations made to him by any 
credible person under oath or otherwise that the preliminary 
list of electors as prepared by him in the index book requires 
amendment as hereinafter mentioned, may 

(a) add to such index book the name of any person who is 

qualified as an elector at the by-election then pending 
and who is resident within the polling division, but 
whose name has been omitted from the preliminary 
list of electors; or 


(b) strike out from such index book, by drawing erasing 
lines through it, the name of any person who is not 
qualified as an elector or who is not resident in the 
polling division; or 

(c) correct any inaccurate statement as to the name, 
address or occupation of any person whose name ap- 
pears in the said index book. 


Rule 10.—Every correction made as aforesaid by the 
enumerator in the preliminary list of electors in the index 
book, by the addition, deletion or correction of any entry 
therein, shall be verified by there being appended to such 
change the initials of the enumerator and the date upon 
which the change was made. 


Rule 11.—In order that he may be readily found by any 
person who desires to make representations with regard to 
any entry in or omission from the preliminary list, the 
enumerator shall attend at the place of which he has given 
notice as aforesaid between the hours of one and ten o’clock 
in the afternoon of the three days set for revision and 
correction of the said list as posted and published pursuant 
to Rule 3 of this Schedule. 


Rule 12..-The enumerator shall permit to be present in 
the place of revision two representatives of each recognized 
and opposed political interest in the electoral district, but 
no representative shall, except with the permission of the 
enumerator, have any right to take part or intervene in the 
proceedings. 


Rule 13.—Immediately after ten o’clock in the afternoon 
of the last of the three days set for revision and correction 
of the preliminary list of the enumerator he shall prepare 
at least five copies of a statement in Form No. 24 of Schedule 
One to this Act of the changes and additions made by him 
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to the index book (Form No. 22) subsequent to the posting 
by him of the copy of the preliminary list pursuant to 
Rule 8, and he shall not later than a day to be fixed and 
notified to him by the Registrar of Electors fill in and sign 
the certificate in Form No. 25 of Schedule One to this Act, 
appearing at the end of such index book, and transmit or 
deliver to the Registrar of Electors such index book, two 
certified complete copies of the corrected list of electors 
in such book contained and sufficient copies, not less than 
four, of such statement of changes and additions, three of 
which shall be distributed by the Registrar of Electors 
to the candidates or their representatives, and one copy 
kept by the said Registrar of Electors on file in his office, 
where it shall be available for public inspection at all 
reasonable hours. Such certified complete copies of the 
list of electors shall be the list of electors to be used by 
the appropriate election officers for the taking of the vote 
in the pending by-election. 


Rule 14.—Immediately upon receipt of the two certified 
complete copies of lists of electors from the enumerator, the 
Registrar of Electors shall deliver or transmit the same to 
the returning officer of the electoral district concerned, one 
copy for delivery or transmission by the returning officer to 
the appropriate deputy returning officer and the other copy 
to be kept on file in the office of the returning officer. In 
very remote polling divisions, where the postal service is 
such that it is doubtful if the certified complete copies of 
the corrected list of electors can be returned by the return- 
ing officer to the polling division in time for the election, the 
Commissioner may direct that one copy of such list be 
delivered or transmitted by the enumerator direct to the 
deputy returning officer and the other copy to the Registrar 
of Electors to be dealt with as aforesaid. 


Rule 15.—The enumerator shall retain in his possession a 
copy of the preliminary list posted up by him and a copy 
of the statement of changes and additions therein, which 
copy he shall permit to be inspected at any reasonable time 
by any elector who asks to be permitted to inspect the same. 


Rule 16.—Enumerators shall be subject to and shall in 
all respects abide by and perform the directions of the 
Registrar of Electors. The Registrar of Electors may at 
any time replace any enumerator appointed by him by 
appointing another enumerator to act in the place and stead 
of the person already appointed, and any enumerator so 
replaced shall upon request in writing signed by the Regis- 
trar of Electors, by the subsequent appointee or by any 
other person authorized by the Registrar of Electors to 
receive the same, deliver or give up to him any index book 
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or other franchise documents, papers and written inform- 
ation which he has obtained for the purpose of the perform- 
ance of his duties; on default he shall be guilty of an offence 
punishable on summary conviction as in this Act provided. 


Rule 17.—The Registrar of Electors shall, forthwith upon 
the receipt by him from any enumerator of copies of any 
preliminary lists of electors or of any statements of changes 
and additions made in any such preliminary list, furnish 
to each of the candidates or their representatives, one copy 
of such preliminary list of electors or statement of changes 
and additions.”

APPEALS TO A JUDGE. 
Urban Polling Divisions. 


“32. (1) Any person who, being an elector of the applic- 
able electoral district, has applied during the revision of 
the list of electors to add or strike off the name of any 
other person to or from the list of electors of any urban 
polling division, or who has objected in writing to the 
adding or the striking off of the name of any other person 
to or from such list, and such other person, and any person 
who has applied as aforesaid to add his own name to the 
list of electors of any polling division, if the application or 
objection of such person was made to a revising officer 
acting at a Revisal sitting under section sixteen of this 
Act, that person, if dissatisfied with the final ruling of such 
Revising Officer, with relation to such application or 
objection, may appeal therefrom to a judge. 

(2) The expression “‘a judge,” as used in this section, 
means— 

(a) in relation to any electoral district within the judicial 
districts of Quebec or Montreal in the province of 
Quebec, the judge from time to time performing the 
duties of Chief Justice of the Superior Court, or of the 
Acting Chief Justice, each acting for the district in 
which he resides, as the case may be, or such other 
Superior Court Judge as may be assigned by the said 
Chief Justice or by the Acting Chief Justice to perform 
the duties by this section required to be performed 
by a judge; 

(b) in relation to any electoral district within the judicial 
districts of St. Francis and Three Rivers, in the prov- 
ince of Quebec, any of the resident judges of the 
Superior Court; 
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(c) in relation to any other electoral district in the prov- 
ince of Quebec, the judge indicated by the Chief Justice 
or the Acting Chief Justice as being the judge exercising 
from time to time the jurisdiction of the Superior 
Court Judge of the judicial district within which such 
electora] district lies; : 


(d) in relation to any electoral district in the Yukon 
Territory, the judge exercising from time to time the 
jurisdiction of the judge of the Territorial Court of 
the said Territory; and 


(ce) in relation to any other electoral district in Canada, 
the judge exercising from time to time the Jurisdiction 
of the judge of the county court of the county, or the 
judge of the district court of the district, as the case 
may be, within which such electoral district lies. 


(3) During the day on which a decision has been made 
by a Revising Officer, or at any time thereafter, but not 
later than the hour of six o’clock in the afternoon of the 
day following the last of the three days appointed for the 
revision of the lists, any elector may appeal from such 
decision by notifying the Registrar of Electors in writing 
to this effect in Form No. 26. The Registrar of Electors 
shall thereupon arrange for such appeal to be heard by a 
judge within the five days following the closing of the 
sittings of the Revising Officer. 


(4) In the event of the judge being for any reason unable 
himself to hear and determine the appeal within five days 
after the notice of the appeal given he may nominate and 
appoint in writing a practicing barrister of not less than ten 
years’ standing and resident within the electoral district to 
hear and determine the appeal within the said five days; and 
the decision of such barrister shall have like effect as if made 
by the judge himself; in the event of the judge thus appoint- 
ing a barrister to hear and determine the appeal the Judge 
shall so inform the Registrar of Electors in writing, and 
before hearing and determining the said appeal the barrister 
thus appointed shall make oath in Form No. 27 faithfully 
to perform the duty thus imposed upon him, and _ shall 
transmit the said oath to the judge who appointed him 
to act in his stead. 


(5) Upon the hearing of any such appeal from a final 
ruling which a Revising Officer has made, placing, retaining, 
or removing the name of any person on or from the list of 
electors of any polling division in the revisal district of 
such Revising Officer, the judge, or the barrister appointed 
by him under the preceding subsection, shall not rescind 
such final ruling of the Revising Officer nor order that the 
name of such person shall be placed, retained, or removed 
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on or from the list of electors from any polling division of 
such electoral district, unless evidence satisfactory to the 
judge, or the barrister appointed by him as aforesaid, has 
been adduced at such hearing that such a person is a quali- 
fied elector whose place of residence is in the said polling 
division and that his name should be placed or retained 
on such list, or that such person is not a qualified elector 
whose place of residence is in the said polling division and 
that his name should be removed from such list. 


(6) The judge, or the barrister appointed by him to 
hear and determine the appeal in his stead, shall report 
in writing to the Registrar of Electors the result of each 
such appeal as relates to any polling division of any Revising 
Officer’s revisal district and the Registrar of Electors shall 
forthwith transmit or deliver a copy of such report to the 
Revising Officer of such revisal district. The Revising 
Officer shall be governed in placing, retaining, or removing 
any name on or from the list of electors of any polling 
division by such decision in writing of such judge or of 
the barrister aforesaid concerning the same.” 

(EH) By striking out sections thirty-nine and forty-six

(g) wilfully commits any dereliction of duty as a revising 

officer under this Act,— 


shall be guilty of an offence against this Act and be liable, 
on summary conviction, to a penalty of not less than two 
hundred dollars and not exceeding one thousand dollars. 
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(2) Any Registrar of Electors who, 

(a) wilfully refuses or neglects to publish, send or mail 
any notice or any list or declines to give a copy or 
copies of the same to any person entitled thereto at the 
time and in the manner required by this Act; or 

(b ) wilfully refuses or neglects to deliver or transmit lists, 
books, or documents to the Commissioner as required 
by or under this Act; or 

(c) wilfully commits any dereliction of duty as a fran- 
chise officer under this Act,— 

shall be guilty of an offence against this Act and be liable, 
on summary conviction, to a penalty of not less than two 
hundred dollars and not exceeding one thousand dollars. 


“Printing of Lists of Electors. 


“46 (1) The King’s Printer, whenever directed by the 
Commissioner, shall print or cause to be printed the lists of 
electors of any or all urban polling divisions of any electoral 
district and copies of any such lists, when printed, shall 
be supplied by the King’s Printer to any person upon pay- 
ment-of the sum of ten cents for each copy of the list of a 
polling division. 

(2) Every candidate shall be entitled on demand to 
twenty copies of the lists of all urban polling divisions cf 
his electoral district, free of charge.
